Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was discussed: The scope 
of "thrombotic disorder" needs to be amended to those conditions described in the specification on p. 13. Otherwise, a 
rejection under par.one would be applicable as was made in several other commonly assigned cases. Dr. Jackson 
authorized the disorders recited on p. 13, lines 27-30 be inserted into claim 26 byway of an Examiner's Amendment..
